Madrid, Jan. 10. The Marthal Duke of Berwick 
arriv’d the 4:h of this Month at Valencis, where he 
was receiv'd with all Honours and Demonftrations 
poffible of univerfal Joy. He bas begun to give out 
Orders, that the Troops may be in a Condition to 
take the Field early,and draw together f{peedily if there 
fhould be Occafion. Some of them are employ’d in 
Streightening more clofely Denia and Alicant. The 
Marquis de Bay who cxme hither fome Days ago 
from fiftramadura,to give the King an Account of the 
Condition of the Troops in that Country and of 
Affairs on the Frontier, fe: out left Week to return 
thither, having been very favourably receiv’d by bis 
Majefty, who promis’d him all rhe Succours he thall 
have Need of co continue the War againft Portugal 
with Vigour. Don Jofeph d’Armendariz Lieutenant 
General, and the other general Officers that are to 
fervein that Army, are either gone or on their De- 
pacture for Eftramadura. They write from Lerida, 
thet they were makirg an End of repairing the 
Bresches of that Town and Caftle: That new 
Works were added rothem ; and thata new Fort 
was begun, to render the Place of more difficult Ap- 
proach. The Advices fromthe Kingdom of Valencia 
iaport, that many Soldiers of the Garrifon of De- 
nia deferred to M. Mahoni, for want of Pay and 
Provifiuns : That a Ship coming Barcelona, had 
been forc’d by bad Weather to anchor at Benifa be- 
yond Denia, and was taken with 300 Portnguefe 
that were on board and were returning to Lisbon.
